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Fire Destroys Church 


Fire destroyed the beautfiul Greec- 
ian designed, 112-year-old church of 
the First Presbyterian Congregation 
of New Brunswick, N. J., early on 
Saturday morning, May 10th. The 
church was located in the downtown 
area of the city and its minister wag 
Rev. Dr. Cordis J. Culp, well known 
in Northfield as a former summer 
resident and with his family they 
spent many summers here. 7 


The church was a total loss and 
carried about $160,000 insurance. The 
congregation observed its 200th anni- 
versary in 1926, and Dr. Culp has 
been its pastor for the past thirty 
years, The church will worship in the 
chapel of Rutgers University which 
has been offered to them, pending 
plans for rebuilding. The records and 
vestments of the church were saved. 
The cause of the disastrous fire was 
not known. 


Frank H. Lombard 

After a long period of failing health 
Frank H. Lombard of Ashuelot Road 
died at his home on Tuesday, May 
6th, -at the age of 68 years. He was 
a -well-known and respected citizen. 
He was born in Swanzey, N. H., Aug. 
12, 1878 and was educated in the 
schools of Swanzey and of Keene.

He was the oldest of six boys of 
whom four survive. They are George
